The French Attempt te Beach Fontain- 
bieau.

Pines General, 10 in wlagpiieee with a previews 
auderstanding with the Russian Minister, to- 
day forwarfed him a draft of articles ofa 
Postal convention between Russia and the 
United States, providing for an exchange of 
corresponderce between the two countries, 
by direct steamer via Bremen or Hamburg aad 
North Germany,and,also, via England, Belgram 
and North Germany.The rates onclosed letter 

maiis, transmitted in either direction, be- 
tween the United States and Russia, average 
about 31¢ cents per single rate of 15 grammes 
when conveyed by direct steamer via Bremen or 
Hamburg and North Germany, and about 54¢ 
cents when couveyed via Engiand, Belgium 
and North Germany. This admits of the estab- 
lishment of an international letter rate of 18 
cents, bythe direct German States, via Bre- 
men or Hamburg, and of 10 cents by the route 
via England, Belgium and North Germany, 
leaving to Prussia and the United States a 
profit for inland service, respectively, of 24 
cents on each single rate of fifteen grammes 
or under. Otherwise the provisions of the 
articles submitted are similar to those of 
the existing postal convention between 
the United States and the King- 
dom of Italy. Each government will 
make its own internal regulations, which 
will be mutually binding and respected. 
One of the effects of the convention will be 
to render mail communication betweea the 
Russian residents of Alaska and the contigu- 
ous territory, and Russia direct and cheap, 
and will eventually lead to the establishment 
of a trans-international postal rate betweeu 
the United States, Russia, and the several 
Asiatic countries. 

The only European powers with which we 
now have so postal treaties are Turkey, 
Greece and the Scandinavian nationalities. 
As the articles of the new convention were 
informally agreed upon by the Russian Minis- 
ter and the Postmaster General on the 20th 
instant, their ratafication is expected as a mat- 
ter of course, 

A NEW INDIAN POLICY. 

The mind of the Government is fully made 
up, it appesis, notwithstanding the concila- 
tory policy as professed would be pursued 
towards the Indians, to propose no new 
treaties with the hostile tribes of Arizona, 
but to bring them to terms by the strong arm 
of the military. The indian bureau despair 
of effecting anything like a permanent under- 
standing with these Indians by which 
they can be brought to live at peace 
with the whites, and is unwilling, in the ab- 
sence of sufficient guarantees of good faith 
on the part of the Indians, to permit the peo- 
ple of the infested country to be lulled into a 
false sense of security by reviving tredties 
which expérience shows have been made only 
to be broken by the savages. The war, then, 
is, and will be, prosecuted with relentless 
severity, and the troops are particularly urged 
to effect the destruction of Cochis, the most 
noted and dangerous of the 
Apache chieftains. Commuseioner Parker 
is, however, anxious to accede 
to the wishes of those of the Apaches who, 
tired of the perpetual warfare, have left Ari- 
zona for Colorado and New Mexico, where 
they ask to be brought under sucb 
treaty stipulations that they may colo- 
nize and be enabled to live at 
peace. The power torespond favorably to 
their appeals, the Commissioner thinks, is not 
under existing laws vested in him, and he will 
recommend to Congress that a special act be 
paseed in their favor. 

At the grand council of the tribes in the 
Indian Territory, to be held on the 5th of De- 
cember, effort will be made to harmonize 
them, with a view to the establishment of a 
territorial form of government and, eveatu- 
ally, the admission of the Territory into the 
Union as a State, The President is known to 
favor this idea, and it will, doubtless, be 
stropgly advanced.

Mr, Gentr —— While in Cincinnati, at the 
office of the Western Union Telegraph, ; Thad at 
my commend all the circuits o: the Western 
Union Telegraph Company connecting in Cin- 
cinpati, from every direction.

central pointin the telegraph system of the 
country, andl could communicate directly 
with many points in the South, also with 
Wasbingtin, een gre York, Buffalo, 
oa soneage ane all points west to St. 
Lou While so situated, my attention was 
calind to the reg oo the approach of a storm 
in the direction of Cincimnati could be accu-

greater portion of the year; there being 
only about Nour months in the year that 
siorms do not originate and come from tbat 
direction, 

in the summer months, storms are not 
general in their character. They mie rt 
anywhere, and only extend over a small 
tion of country, sometimes twenty-five m ion. 
and some times tifty and one hundred miles. 
As the distances over which storms dur- 
ing the summer montbs,I noticed that a 
storm comisg up during the months from 
October to May at St. Louis, at 8o0’clock in 
the eveving, would reach Cincinnati at 2 or 
3 o’clock In the morning, and that there is no 
difference in the rapi ity of snow and rain 
storms. After long seasons of rain or cloudy 
weather I noticed that clear weather would 
come in the same way. Commencing at 8t. 
Louis, the clouds would gradually disappear, 
and the wave of hght spread toward the east. 
I found that not only storms during eight 
months of the year come from the west, but 
that the general course and extent of territory 
from north to south, indicated that tnere 
does exist meteorological divisions, and 
over which these storms po ol which 
there are three—one norih of a line running 
from the northwest through Chicago, Cleve- 
land, Reading, Penusyivania, Trenton, New 
Jersey, and converging at a point in the 
ocean southeast of Philadelphia. This we 
will call the Northern Meteorological Division. 
Another division, extending north as far as 
the line indicated, and south along a line run- 
ning from the west through a point betwéen 
Cairo and Mempbis to Bowling Green, Ken- 
tucky, Petersburg, Virginia, Cape Charles or 
Fortress Monroe, to a point ip the ocean east 
of Albemarle Sound. This division is fan- 
— We will call it the Middle Meteoro- 

me cy Division. The third, or Southern Di- 
es mekes the line just described its 
northern boundary. I have never had an o 
portunity of observing the working of > on 
erp wires to apy great extent, and do 
kvow how far south this division extends, but 
I presume that it is about the shape of the 
Middle Division, and cxtends ag far south, in 
this lk -ngitude, as Decatur, Alabama. 

I have observed tbe difference many times 
beiwecn the weather to the different meteoro- 
logical divisions. Il observed to-day that in 
the middle division the weather is cold and 
cloudy. It has been snowing nearly all day 
(now 3 0’clock). ecars coming from Lou- 
javille had enow dn them this morning, and 
we learn that the told rein and snow extend 
as far south as Bowling Green. Here, and as 
fur porth as Franklin, Ky., we have beautiful 
re ht weather, the sun is shioivg, and is not 

While in New York, work be the wires 
to Washington, I bave repeatedly noticed like 
occurrences. The scow or rain storm at New 
York would extend no farther south than 
about Trenton, N. J., and while clear in New 

Tork amd as far south as Trenton, the weather 
wouid be wet aod stormy at Philade!phia, Bal- 
timore and Washington. The observations 
have clearly proven to me the existence ot the 
} meteorological divisions described to you; 

while I believe that if competent persons are 
placed at central point#to observe, the exact 
boundary lines will be located more aecurate- 
ly than I have been able to do with my limited 
time and opportunity. 

I have observed that the most disastrous 
tornadoes or wind-storms occur on either 
side, within seventy-five miles of the line 
separating the Middle from the Southera 
Meteorological Division. These tornadoes 
are generaily iocal, in width from one-half to 
two and a baif miles, and passing frequently 
over not more than twel ve miles of country. 
They frequently occur in the neighborhood 
of the line, and sweep down houses, barns, 
eae trees, and everytbing else in the way, 
oftes killing or crippling every living thing in 
the way. ou remember the great disaster 
at Cave City, Kentucky, caused by one of 
these etorms last season. In traveling through 
Southern Kentucky you frequently see the 
pathway of these dangerous wind-siorms 
through the forests, with the trees torn up 
by the roots and laid as flat as the ax of the 
woodman could lay them. I have 0 ob- 
eerved that directly after a gemeral storm of 
raip, snow Or wind, in cither the Middle or 
Southern Division, that the reports from 
steamers pony 4 east of our coast, pub- 
lished in New York, Charleston or Savan- 
pah papers, would contain accounts of 
storms off Cape Hatteras, and as the storms 
in all the divisions seem to converge at a 
point east of Cape Hatteras, I haye concluded 
that the great and continual commotion of 
the wind and water of Cape Hatteras is 
caused by the currents of air from each me- 
teorological division converging there. A 
telegraph operator, with ordivary perceptive 
feculties, can, by working a wire, detect the 
presence or absence of atmospheric electrici- 
ty, and with proper instruments can measure 
the amount of that electricity in the air. 
During great electric storms called the Au- 
rora Borealis, of which we have had many 
this season, telegraph wires can be worked 
without battery. My opinion is that the 
weather bas a gaeat deal to do with the 
amount of atmospheric electricity, and that a 
little attention in that direction will discover 
to us Information of great importance to sci- 
ence, The telegraph can afford the means. 
It is the most reliable barometer ever used. 

The United States Government has a de- 
sire, and a very laudable one, too, to develop 
undiscovered facts in regard to these matters. 
We are called upon to co-operate with the 
agent sent here by the Government to take 
observations, and to communicate any facts 
known tous. This should be done. 

With a view to this end 1 desire to make 
two suggestions. Oneof the objects of the 
Government is to aid commerce on the noith- 
«ru lakes. In wy judgment this can be done 
by establishing a signa) station in the north- 
ern meteorologi division as far in the 
northwest as possible. A station at St. 
Paul now would be able to inform 
points east of an appreaching storm 
in that division, but a station 
farther to the northwest would be of more 
advantage in giving more time to vessels to 
reach harbor. The otber suggestion I have 
to offer is the employment of the telegra 
and ee ee telegraphers to ma 
ebservations. Place atelegrapherin the tele- 
graph center of the United States, where he 
can instantly pronase, * point, test wires for 
atmospheric changes e would be able to 
note ard report changes sooner than such 
knowledge could be obtained in any other 
way. ides being able to report the ap- 
proach of storms, or any change in the 
weather, long before it would take place, the 
telegrapher would be able to make other ob- 
servations valuable to science, and perhaps 
discover facts that would revolutionize me- 
teorology.

The Republicans are very fond of show- 
ing how much they have reduced the 
taxes received into the Treasury; but they 
do not show us,for they cannot show us, 
any sensible reduction im the taxes their 
protective system forces us to pay into the 
pockets of the Eastern manufacturers. 


Our present revenue system is a partial 
embargo on trade. It not only taxes 
many articles of foreign manufacture so 
heavily as to prevent importation, thereby 
reducing the revenue, but it is so levied 
as to prevent exportation, thereby par- 
alyzing home production. Before the war 
we produced about one handred million 
gallons of distilled spirita, and, if this was 
all consumed at home then, the increase 
of our population since, and the increased 
consumption of the home product result- 
ing from the high tariff on imported spirits, 
ought to have mncreased the annual pro- 
duct now to one hundred and fifty millions. 
But with a distilling capacity of 203,000,000, 
the tax on spirits has reduced the total 
annual product to 72,425,258 gallons. It 
our laws embraced such tax regulations as 
to allow of exportation, the toreign de- 
mand for cheap spirits for use in the arts, 
&c., would raise the production of tks ar- 
ticle to 200 millions, thus aiding the rey- 
enue and at the same time creating a de- 
mand for grain by employing our sur- 
plus distilling capacity in meeting the de- 
mands of a large export trade, 

————— 
The Foreign Situation. 

At this writing we do not credit the 
rumor, which comes to us from London, 
that Paris bas capitulated. 

Whatever may have been the misfor- 
tunes and defeats of France in the strug- 
gle against the Prussians, the heroic 
manner in which the capital has held out 
in spite of all the disasters that have 
overtaken the country would seem to 
contradict such an unexpected break- 
down. At the beginning ot the war | 
we all supposed that it would be -ter- | 
minated by one or two decisive bat- 
tles. Nobody dreamed that it would last 
longer than a month or two, especially as 
the war of 1866 had been settled m so 
short a time. But although a milhon of 
men poured from Germany into France, 
though the French were outnumbered 
and outgeneraled at every point, although 
their whole standing army and with it ali 
the arms of the nation fell into the hands 
of the Germans, it did not yield. 

When the Emperor and McManon’s 
army surrendered at Sedan, there were but 
few who did not suppose that the war had 
come toan end. But nearly three months 
have gone by since that fatal day and 
still France, undaunted by the countless 
legions that crush the tairest provinces 
under their iron heel, holds out against 
fearful odds, and refuses to yield an inch 
of her soi) or sully her national honor by 
a single stain. The much-despised yolun- 
teers haye even accomplished what the 
regular troops were unable to do: they 
have checked the course of the 
conqueror, and his chances to-day seem 
not as good as they were three months 
ago. Aud this result has been achieved 
under the most adyerse circumstances. 
When the Imperial Government came 
to an end, and the people of Parig, which 
at all times has been the brain and the 
heart of France, chose a Committee ot Na- 
tional Defense, the armies of France were 
either all prisoners of war or shut up by 
the Prussians in French fortresses. The 
new government had no army, no 
officers, no arms, no money, nor 
even a firmly-established position. It 
was not recognized as a govern- 
ment by apy of the great powers of 
Europe, nor was it even recognized in 
all parts ot France. A third of France was 
in the hands of the Prussians, a third re- 
tused to obey the republic, while the con- 
quering Prussian army was hastening in 
forced marches to invest Paris, the last 
hope of France. But the men who were 
placed at the head of the government did 
not despair, in spite of all these immense 
difficulties. They called on the patriotism 
of the people to create a new army, they 
manyfactured and bought arms for them, 
they filled Paris with provisions and im- 
proved its defenses in such a manner that 
the boasted German artillery have as yet 
not even ventured to attack them.

The French people, 
who were sick at heart from their constant 
defeats, have cheered up, and are rushing 
to arms, full of enthusiasm, and the cause 
of France is by no means as hopeless as it 
might be. It isin the hands of the French 
people; ifthey rise en masse and drive the 
invaders ¥Om their soil, as they did in 
17938, thé name of France will shine 
brighter than ever. 

For these reasons, which have been more 
than borne out by the very graphic and 
thoroughly reliable letters of our own cor- 
respondent in Paris, we do not credit the 
fall ot the French capital. Unless all the 
accounis that have reached us are false, or 
unless something has happened within the 
last few days which has not reached us. 
we sball wait for further particulars. Ac- 
cording to the most recent advices, the 
Provisional Government was getting on 
very well, and we can conjecture no rea. 
son why it should suddenly collapse.

The Musical Season. 

THEODORE THomAs has come and gone, 
and the series of concerts turned out brill- 
iantly. In music, ag in many other matters, 
it is something to get the best foot igre- 
most. Theevenings, except perhaps the 
first, were admirably arranged, the au- 
diences crowded and appreciative and the 
impression all that could be desired. Thus 
the winter season opens with eclat. Our 
local societies have an-impulse which may 
be easily improved, and we shall be disap- 
pointed if the coming Beethoven festival 
is not a suecess. 

It 1s hardly worth specifying the notice- 
able items m the repertory of an orchestra 
which embraces almost everything from 
StRavuss to BEETHOVEN and does nothing 
that it does not in perfection. The first 
concert was a little over-laden with classic 
music to suit the taste of a miscellaneous 
popular assemblage. But the second and 
third concerts were faultless. The’ over- 
tures of ‘“‘Euryanthe” and “Oberon,” the 
gay music of AMBROsSE THOMAS and some 
of the symphonies were the most palpable 
hits. Of course we had the old stand-bys, 
and plenty of pretty dance music, and a 
capital run- ot Schumeleding. and Tra- 
eumereizing, touched off with that neat 
end gimgerly cfiect which THEODORE 
THOMAS contrives to throw into his inter- 
pretations whether they embrace a tem- 
pest out of WAGNER or a whisper out of 
ScHUBERT. The trombone-playing ot 
Herr LEETscH was very good. But the 
feature of the concerts—over and above 
their well-known characteristic belongings 
—was tbe pianoforte performances. ot 
Fraulein MEHLIG. 

She made but little impression Monday 
evening, and that little was, in an artistic 
sense, uniavorable.- She excited a good 
deal of personal interest and favor; but it 
was of a sympathetic sort. It appeared . 

on the threshold impossible for a solo 
player to do much in the presence and 
under the shadow of an orchestra, and 
this conjecture seemed to be borne out by 
Fraulein Meuuie’s first appearance. To 
sit down coolly before thé key-board of a 
grand piano in the intervals of the grand- 
est crchestration, with the glory of forty 
instruments imbedding itself into the very 
soul and subduing the zest, confidence and 
relish which are the foundations of good 
solo playing, is daring. But to undertake 
a nice interpretation of music that is all or 
nothing in the rendering, to undertake 
delicate shades and nice touches which 
can come only from a heart overflowing 
with inspiration, unchilled and self-pos- 
sessed, to undertake CHOPIN, in short, 
with a roaring trombone, a piercing 
French horn and a damned kettle-drum 
rattling in the ears not only of the per- 
former but of the audience, is at once a 
defiance of the God of Music, human 
nature andthe masters. So we expected 
nothing of Fraulein Mgnuie under the 
circumstances, and, as we said, were not 
disappointed Monday evening. She ap- 
peared to be under a most obvious and 
inevitable cloud. She was embarrassed 
and frightened and played hard and dry, 
without originality or inspiration, Tues- 
day evening she opened with one of the 
best of LisztT’s show pieces (the famous 
concerto, 1, in E flat) and people pricked 
their ears. It was not the thing we had 
the evening before at all. In 
spite of the orchestra, the Steinway 
trickled out like a chink of sunshine 
thrown upon a play of fountains; we mean 
the figure to be taken literally, it had no 
noise to it, but only colored the rest, and 
that with a warm and pleasant light 
which was captivating as far asit went. It 
merely did not go far enough. It was 
promising, however, and when she came 
on again, just after some of ScHUMANN’s 
songkins, with an absolute solo (CHOPIN’s 
scherzo in B minor), she carried the house 
by storm, fot an encore, happily stuck to 
her CHorrn, and went away in triumph. 
Last evening she followed up her victory

A Timely Reminder. 

There is a tradition among all nations 
that a standing army is inimical to the 
established liberties ot the people; but until 
recently the tradition has had its foree 
with us more from the record of historical 
precedents than from our own aemal 
experience. Before the war our people 
hardly knew we had a standing army; it 
was kept in its legitimate sphere, guard- 
irg our frontiers and repelling Indian 
incursions, and it was the boast of 
the efficiently-trained officers who com- 
manded it that the character and compo- 
sition of the army of the United States was 
perfectly compatible with the utmost se- 
curity of the rights and privileges of our 
cifizens. It had been the custom with 
other peoples to watch their armies with 
jealous care to prevent encroachments of 
military power. With us the conditions 
were reversed; the people paid little atten- 
tion to the army, but the army was sensi- 
tively jealous of any“effort to draw it be- 
yond the limitations of its own sphere ot 
duty. With such a spirit pervading the 
military, the civil element bad little to ap- 
prehend. 

The pride of the old army could never 
have been humbled into a ‘prostitution of 
its power to the accomplishment of petty 
ends and partisan purposes. And if it has 
since engaged in such ignoble work it is 
because it has fallen from its high-estate, 
its spirit has been broken and its material 
has been alloyed. There are still many in 
the army belonging to the old regime who 
are quietly yet stoutly struggling against 
this degradation of their profession, and 
who view with avowed disfavor these 
calls Upon them to assist in the invasion 
of the individual rights of their fellow- 
countrymen; and amid the general degen- 
eracy it is refreshing to discover these 
particular instances of professional devo- 
tion and consistency. We recall one 
instance which is conspicuous not only 
because it rose above the rancor of grim- 
visaged war, but because it serves to point 
amoral to more recent acts occurring in 
these weak piping times of peace. When

We cannot, therefore, 
look with tatfference on any conduct which is 
desigved to give ald and comfort to these who are 
enoeavoring to defeat these objects; but the ac- 
tion to be taken in such cases rests with certain 
authorized persoas, and Is not to be assumed by 
tmcividual officers or séldiers. Peaceabile cliti- 
zebs ure not to be molesied in their persons or 
property. Any wrongs to either are to be prompt- 
ly corrected, and the offenders brought to pun- 
isbment. Tototsendail persons are desir¢d to 
make complaint to the Immediate commander of 
officers and selcicrs so Offending, and If justice 
be sot cone premp.ly, then tothe next com- 
mancer, and 80 on until the wrong Is redressed. 
Ii the necessities of the public service should re- 
quire the use of private property for public pur- 
poses, fair compensation ts to be aliowed. No 
such gy ge of private property is to be 
maéce except by the authority of the higse-t 
commander present; avd any other cflicer or so’- 
dier who e#bali presume to exerci-e such privilege 
stall be bropght to trial. Saldlers are forbidden 
to enter the residences or gi ounds of ci:fzens, on 
aby plea, withont au' hoi tty. 


American Sympathies. 

We have recewed a note from one of our 
German citizens, in which he complains, 
with more feeling than justice, of the 
course pursued by the CouRrIER-JOURNAL 
toward the European combatants. 

That our sympathies are with the beaten 

French is certainly no less true than that we 
think tbe war was waged by France in an 
aggressive and indetensible manner. It was 
begun in error, it has resulted in disaster, 
and it ought to cometo an end. We al- 
ways pity the weak and the distressed, and 
so we pity the French, wishing them a bet- 
ter fate than Count BrsMarRcK seems to 
have in store forthem. Thiscountry owes 
much to France. The civilization of our 
epoch owes much, also. And now that 
France is down in the dust, the grateful 
impulse of a sympathetic people turns 
with a certain tenderness to the vanquished. 
The liberties, the independence, the glory 
of Germany are notinvolved. The Ger- 
mans are safe. They invite no compassion. 
They need no encouragement. It is Paris, 
the center and the soul of modern art and 
letters, that is beleaguered; it is the freedom 
of the French people, perhaps the exist- 
ence of France,Sthat is at stake. 
But, because we wish the Frenchman 
well does not imply that we wish the 
German ill. We have drunk too much 
German wine, have rhapsodized too often 
in German music, and are too deeply in- 
debted to German culture to go back upon 
the country of Hock, Bacu and ScHILLER, 
the source of the ScHUMANNS, JOHANNES- 
BERGERS and the GorTngs; the land of 
vintage, science and song. The truth is, 
we have earnestly striven to be just to 
both parties to the contest, for the sake of 
justice. Our duty, as a neutral, and opr 
reciprocal obligation to France and Ger- 
many, pointed out to us in the beginning 
that middle course which generally dis. 
satisfies everybody. The result is that we 
have pleased no one but the CouRIER- 
JoURNAL, and that pleases us; for it would 
seem to prove that, after all, we must be 
about right. 

Whenever we find that every one is 
abusing us, then we are sure we are 
doing our duty. Itis only when one side 
pats us enthusiastfeally and says “Bully 
for that!” and “Give ’em a little more o’ 
the same sort!” that we begin to doubt 
whether the rascals in the rear don’t de- 
serve looking after as muchas the rogues 
in front.

Old Sim Takes the Contents of the 
Colored Car to His Bosom. 
[Feom the Augusta (Ga.) Chronicle, 26th.) 
We have been informed ofa rich ec:ne 
which is said to have occurred on the Augusta 
aud Sayennah railroad one day last week. It 
appears that, on last Saturday morning, Sena- 
tor Simon Cemeron, of Pennsylvania, left this 
city for Savannah. President Bridgers, of the 
Wilmington, Columbia and Augusta railroad, 
bad arrived in Columbia about the same time, 
on his élegant special car, on his way to At- 
lanta, and, learning that Senator Cameron 
was going to Savyanrab, courieously placed 
his car at the dispcsal of the Senator and his 
family. The offer waa accepted, and the 
coach atteched to the day train on the An- 
gusta and Savannah railroad. As luck would 
have it, there hyppened to be a Radical poiiti- 
cal meeting at Waynesboro on that day, and 
several negro:s and a few white men were 
going down irom this city to attend it. One 
of the negroes, forgetting that he was in 
Georgia anc not in South Carolina, very 
cooliy took a seat in the ladies’ car, fustead of 
the equally comfortable coach which the 
company provides on al! its trains for the ac- 
commodation of colored people. As soon as 
the conductor discovered this he requested 
the sable citizen to leave the car, and upon 
bis refusing to do so, ejected him, after a 
stout resistance, from t coach. Senator 
Cameron heard the disturbaace, and, dis- 
covering the cause, invited the ejected negro 
to-take a seat with bim in his special car. A 
good many other negroes were also Invited into 
the csrand introduced by Senator Cameron 
to his family, and requested to ride with them 
down to Waynesboro. Of course the colored 
citizens were too highiy tickled not to accept 
the invitation, and the Senator, his family and 
colcred guests ~—— lovingly antil the cars 
stopped st the aynesboro station. The 
above is from a trustworthy source, and may 
be rebed upon as correct.

The jury impeneled to try the case of the 
Commonwealth against Fred. 
murd:rof Celvin 0. e omeny oe 
1889, re! vaneiet yesterday 
evening, io dabei as reusberes “We, the jury, 
oa the aceused guilty of manslaughter and fix 
his imprisopment at ten years in the penitentia- 
-” The cage elicited much 


with the npn. oe duties of a great criminal 
prosecution and defense are calculated to impress 
its surroundings more indellibly on the ana- 
dience. If crime and its consequences could be 
felt and suffered by the sterner sex sione it 
would but little concern any save the immeilate 
participents and their friends. But woman's 
getief, and woman's sorrows afford a touch of 
pity that makes the whole world kin, and causes 
the deepest regret in every heart that the inno- 
centare even more cruelly involved in the re- 
sults of men’s wayward passions than the cullty. 

The evidence tn the case showed that Zimmer- 
men was a driver on the Walnut-street car at the 
Lime of the killing. That Morris got Into the car, 
asd was asked by Zimmerman to depos!t his fere, 
and that Morriseaid that, as an old street-car 
ériver, he was entitled to ride free; but after ro- 
ing @ few biocks he finally patd his fare. Thata 
quarrel sprang up on this acceunt between the 
two, and the lie, and the d—d lie was passed and 
returned. That finally Morris passed through 
the cer to thefront, after riding several squares 
beyond bis home, whither he was going, and be- 
fore getting of called Zimmerman a *‘d—d Datch 
son ofa bitch,” which so enraged him that he 
stuuck Morris, either with his fst or the car-hook, 
knocking him from thecar. That he followed 
Morris ur, stiiking him twice over the head with 
bis book, holding itip ome hand, and that he 
etruck the last blow by taking the hook in both 
bands, bringing Morris tothe ground. Morrts, 
after getiipg up, wént home alone, and it was 
pet thought he was fatalig hurt; but soon after 

gettirg bome be went @ bed, and died the next 
morbing at 2 o’clock, his skull being badly frac- 
tured in two or three places. 

The prisoner was defended on the trial by 

Judge J. Hop. Price, Hon. Robt. Baird and Gen 
Jackson, all of these gentlemen making able 
speeches. Judge Price followed the Common- 
wealth’s Attorney, Ovl. Phil. Lee, and his defease 
was, as usual, very ably made. The Hon, Robt. 
Baird acquitted bimself with ability. He took 
the ground that, though the blow was of course 
intended, the killing was accidental, and, there- 
ore, per fam. He began by saving thi 
was a species of a getus of cases that he had 
often poticed, man them coming within his 
oun practice in this eity. One that happened 
ineny j;eers ago, the case of Bowles, who, in fua. 
while several gentiemen were on a raft in the 
river, pushed a German off into the water, who 
was drowned, not being able to swim.
